He 
it running out of opponents 
“ I don’t play checkers as much 
as I used to.” he said rather wist­ 
fully. "I sometimes have a hard 
time finding opponents. They don’t 
even like me to show up at tour­ 
naments anym ore.”

of opposition.

only three checker games. 
“ I lost a game in Ireland last 
year,” he said, “ and then there 
was that exhibition gam s a few 
years back.”
